b arrels.

ed edges show It was burned from the 
■bottom and from the inside out. 
There 
¡are no marks of burning on the outside 
ex cept In small places w here it burned 
th ro u g h .” 


T h e inquest will probably be completed 
to morrow.

Western India Electric company. Nearly 
one hundred laborers had been detailed to 
remove sand from the ehormous plpV, 
which Is a mile long and which conveys 
water from the intake on the Rio Cobre to 
turbines of tho power house.

carelessness the full force of water was 
turned on and .a mod struggle to escape 
by means of manholes erfsued, with the 
result thirty-^hroe persons were killed.

noon tho other day, says the New 
York World.

The oftleerfl and men, to the number 
of nine, experienced no Inconvenience 
while beneath the water In, the torpedo 
boat. They were divided into watches- 
of two hours each ntul «nent their titno 
when not on duly in pla.vitiK cards and 
Sleeping. 
Being uniibh to smoke wor­ 
ried some df the lllcoi s and mon worse 
than anything else. 
The board of in- 
Hpeolion of the nav,V department which 
was in charge of the tests to which the 
Fulton was ^ubjCeled would not per­ 
mit any matches or Are to bo taken 
aboard tho boat. 


Several boxes of cigars were taken 
aboard before the entrance hatch- "was 
JlniiJJy closed, and the men were per­ 
mitted to have “dry ■ smokon”—I hat Is, 
to chew cigars. 


The naval olllcers in charge of the 
test say that. it. was one of the mosl- 
severe and at the same time the most 
satisfactory that,a submarine boat has 
ever undergone. 


'Fresh air was forced into the com­ 
partment occupied by tho crew once 
every four hours, in conformity with 
the instructions of tho Inspection hoiird, 
At no time dkl the crew £cel any Hi 
effectH from lack of air or too much 
air. 


It was not until after 8 o'clock at 
night that the preparation« for the 
"habitation test,” which provided the 
boat; should remain submerged con­ 
tinuously for twelve hours, were be­ 
gun. ’ At 10iH0 o’clock the boat, began 
to submerge and just thirteen minutes 
later was entirely out of sight. 


Members of Ihd crCw say their stay 
uhdor ■water was most pleasant, and 
that they slept; a s comfortably ns they 
would In their own beds. They could 
plainly hear the noise made by pass­ 
ing steamboatH and all wore tip early 
the next; morntng. 


Tho chef prepared a. breakfast of 
ham and eggs, with hot coffee, bis 
cults and-a cftroal on the electric stove, 
and from what he says the'confinement: 
in the submerged boat did not affect 
the appetite of anybody. ; 


Preparations Tor ntfsing" the sub­ 
merged boat \vcre begun a t’11 o'clock 
In the morning by the' crew aboard, 
and live minutes hiter the Fulton was 
awash. 
The hatch Vràs opened and 
GaptajUi C’ablC, in chaVge of the bout 
for the Holland company, and Naval 
Constructor Woodward, "of tho navy 
department, ca'rtie ont. Tliey were fol­ 
lowed a fow minutes later by the crew. 


Throughout tho, night and day fol­ 
lowing a close watch was kept by 
ofl&cors and siiiloi’s of the navy to see 
that the Fulton did not rise to thé 
surface within tho “habitation’' test 
Not oven an air bubble was seen in the 
night by the watchers. 


The Fulton in November of 1002 was 
submerged more than fifteen hours,but 
tho tost, was .unofficial. The -men wiio 
were in the boat say they could have 
remained there ten days without In 
convenience.
